“The climate of Mexico and the 
inheritance of the native give him 
an artistic soul. A native developes 
talent quickly and can usually mas­ 
ter the most complicated piece of 
machinery in a short time. 
He Is 
adept with his fingers, industrious 
and a quick student. 
The National 
Museum 
in 
the City of Mexieo 
contains many proofs of the native 
art in all its branches, such as 
paintings, 
sculpture, 
needlework, 
weaving, etc. 
Among the weaving 
the Mexican Zarape Is the most 
popular. 
“These blankets were 
Introduced 
Into Mexico by the Spaniards and 
were called ‘Tllmas’; the present 
name is believed to be 
Spanish 
corruption of the Indian 
name for 
‘Fancy B lanket’ 
There are sev ­ 
eral different kinds and all are 
called ‘Zarapes;’ but 
those wov en 
by the Tribe of Indians in the v il­ 
lage of Teocaltlche, State of Zaca­ 
tecas, are the finest to be found. 
“This tightly woven work of art 
ia made entirely from native woof 
and completed on a hand-loom from 
a design created In the mind of th# 
weaver. 
W hile there is no partic­ 
ular significance in the design, all 
blankets have a large diamond 
In 
the center. 
The weavers 
in San 
Miguel de Allende, In the State of 
Quanajuato, produce 
a blanket with 
the coat of arm of the Mexican 
Republic woven in the 
center in­ 
stead o f,the diamond. 
“The Mexican Zarape is known be­ 
cause of its wonderful combination 
of colors, using the best grade Of 
dy es to produce them so they may 
not fade; and the blankets are used 
for general utility as well as decora 
iive purposes.» *
